George Bernard Shaw 
has 
said approximately

In the world until British imperialism is abolished— 
With German imperialism presumably substituted for 
it. 
Mr. Shaw, of course, isn t a responsible Briton. 
H. V. Kaltcnborn. 
American news commentator. 
puts it succinctly by saying that if Great Britain and 
France had thought less about making tlx* world safe 
tor them selves during and after the World war it 
would be a lot safer for democracy. 
That’s a typical 
American point of view. 
At least A's reasonably plain for posterity that 
the issue of the war that began in 1939. or never 
ended after 1918. was reasonably clear at the time.

British Premier Chamberlain has accepted Ger­ 
man Foreign Minister Von Ribbentrop’s challenge of 
war to a finish, and Berlin has indicated that bombs 
will begin to crash soon. 
Well and good, lf they like It that way, but neither 
of thise gentlemen has told us what sort of finish 
to expect, and ifs mighty obscure. 
However, it wouldn't be rash to make a small bet 
that tho war won't die with Its boots on, but that 
some day it will just turn its face to the wall and 
pass out berau.se of lack of will to carry on. 
One can't escape the haunting belief that the end 
I will come from a crack of public ^morale somewhere— 
a breakdown due to want of sufficient iaspiration to 
1 .struggle on indefinitely under the burden of privation 
and neath. 
The Allies are -using all their wiles to bring this 
1 to isis* in Germany. 
And from the Nazi front lines

still deeply, even if unconsciously, 
rooted in their hearts,” the pope 
declared. 
T his was interpreted as a refer­ 
ence to such devoutly Catholic peo­ 
ple as th e Poles. 
Poland, the pontiff said, “has the 
right to generous brotherly sym ­ 
pathy of the whole wotld while it 
aw aits 
........ 
the hour of resur­ 
rection in harm ony with principles 
of justice and true peace.” 
Pope Pius described his “expecta­ 
tion and conviction” th at each party 
will respect its plighted word” in 
treaties as an indispensable condi­ 
tion of peace. 
Must Forget Force 
He said 
peace 
could 
not 
be 
achieved until ‘ both sides are ready 
to enter into discussion and avoid 
recourse to force or th reats of force 
in 
case 
of 
delays, 
hindrances, 
changes or disputes.”

(B y A»**tc;atort 
W ASHINGTON.

Jam** G. Polk <D-Ohio) forecast

"Now at the very outset of this 
new w ar it is

If we 
do, can there be any doubt to w hat 
tragic destination it leads? Lifting 
of the embargo is the first step on 
; the oath that has no turning,” 
“We dare not go to war,” the

»tor dollars. We cam e out of th at 


a ar with a national debt Of more

one billion dollars. How m ucn more 
deb* can this nation stand and 
survive?
